Andy Brice, 26, a plumber employ- velopod in a sheet of flames

ed by C. A. Erode, Sixth street, was 
seriously burned on the hands and 
arms at 9 o'clock Tuesday morning 
when his clothes caught fire from 
burning gasoline thrown from an ex- 
ploding 
gasoline plumber's furnace. 


The plumbing shop was slightly dam- 
aged by flames resulting from the ex- 
plosion of the furnace. 


Biice was standing at a woik bench 


tlneatened to lot go at any moment. 


Used Garden Hose. 


Plucky young JJrice with the llet.li 


on both hands and arms seared and 
blistered, raw and bleeding, rushed 
to the outside and connected a small 
garden 
hose 
with a hydrant and 


staited pom ing water on the flume* 
in the building v/luch had by that 
time gained good headway.

Davis hurried to a telephone in an- 


tinkering with the furnace, a newj"other pait of the building and called 
one just leceived. 
The torch 
had the lire department which lespendeii 


been lighted for the iirst time and i m a few minutes. By the time the de- 
Brice was regulating the How of gas- 
oline into the buiner. 
Next to him 


and directly over the torch was Paul 
Davis, 20, also employed at the Biode 
shop. 


Smothered Blaze.

The explosion came suddenly and 


without warning. The bottom of the 
furnace was blown out and flaming 
gasoline was 
thrown 
over 
Brice's 


body and scattered throgh one cor- 
ner of the work shop. Brice ran to 
the opposite side of the loom, gath- 
ered up an old coat and started, beat- 
ing, 
and smothering the fire. Young 


Davis grabbed up another coat and a 
bunch of rags and with hard work | singed, 
succeeded 
in 
extinguishing 
the 


flames 


All the time the blaze was gaining 


headway in the corner of Ihe build- 
ing where the explosion took place. 
A tank containing ten gallons 
of 


gasoline hung on the wall directly 
over 
the spot where the explosion 


had occurred. 
It was completely en- 


partment arrived most of the Humes 
had been extinguished and it took 
the Hie laddies only a few minutes 
to extinguish the last flickering blaze. 


Brice refused medical aid until the 


flames in the building had been ex- 
tinguished. Then he was taken next
